It was 
proposed to place this at ICsquiinalt. l or 
some reason or other Ibis project tell 
through, hut Henderson bad become uc- 
quaintod with men of means, and his 
plausible manner of conversing on mining 
subjects seemed lo him their Confidence, 
In the spring of 1880 ho beard of a tnino on 
Hie Fraser, near Hig Slide, about twenty 
miles west of Clinton. He visited it, and 
roturnod with Rome of tho ore, and spoke 
in glowing terms of tho mino. It was just 
what, he bad been looking for, and he could 
guarantee an immense success if a com- 
pany was formed for its development. 
Acompanywas formed, composed of the 
leading capitalists of Victoria, and a num- 
ber of miners were imported for the pur- 
pose of opening (he properly up. There- 
suits of assays and mill tests of tho ore 
were in favor of .Mr. Henderson's theories, 
and tlio prospects wore bright for the 
Foster Cold Milling and Mining 
Company, Limited. Stock was liberally 
subscribed, a crushing and roasting plant 
was purchased at Sun Francisco by Air.

Quarterly Meeting- Various Trade Mat- 
ters Which Have Been Dealt With.

Thoro 
was a light attendance. President Kohart 
W aid occupying the chair. 

After the minutes of the previous quar- 
terly meeting had been adopted, Seerotary 
Munich h read l.ho minute of council pre- 
pared and forwarded to the Japanese con- 
sul at San Francisco.

CONSTITUTION A LISM IN 
JAPAN. 

People on this side of tho Pacific 
are desirous to know how tlio Japan- 
ese are using their political powers 
and privileges. According to tho 
Yokohama papers received by the 
"Parthia," thoy have begun their 
political education well. They take 
as livel m interest in elections as 
do the ore advanced races of the 
east ntii wost, and appear determined 
to live up to their constitutional 
opportunities. In an election that 
took place some lime ago at a place 
called Kanazawa the electors wore 
divided into two parties by a well- 
defined line. They discussed the 
issues of the contest very much as we 
do in this part of the «vorld. They 
abused each other with great vigor, 
and when opponents met in the 
street from words they sometimes 
proceeded to blows. " The feeling of 
antagonism," says the Japan Gazette. 
"reached its height on tho 27th ulti- 
mo, when some of tho supporters of 
Mr. Iuaguki attacked tho quarters of 
the opposite party, and their tlncat- 
ening attitude caused the members 
who were on the premises to floe 
from promised vengeance. The at- 
tackers proceeded with their work 
of destruction, and smashed the 
signboard, the doors, the tables, 
lamps, crockery, and everything that 
waa destructible." This is a mode of 
political discussion not unknown on 
this continent. 'i ho Japanese, no 
doubt, will progress and outgrow these 
rough methods in time and become 
adepts in the art of canvassing. We 
expect before very long to hear of 
ballot stuffing, treating, bribing and 
the other practices to which practical 
politicians in other free countries re- 
sort with such success, being in vogue 
in Japan. People who take interest 
enough in politic.no fight at elections 
will not be long in learning how to 
use all thoir privileges as free and in- 
dependent electors. It does not ap- 
pear that there w.-is much harm done 
by this outbreak of political excite- 
ment, or that it was regarded as any- 
thing more serious than a lively epi- 
sode of the contest. 

Wo find, too, that in Japan as in 
Canada, leading politicians have com- 
menced to educate the people from 
tho platform. Count Ito and 
Count Kuradfl, eminent Japanese 
statesmen, made public speeches and 
hud them reported in tho news- 
papers. Their audience was com- 
posed cbiclly uf officials, and thoro 
appears to bo an uncertainty 
whether the speeches were intended 
for their instruction solely or for the 
whole body of tho electors. The min 
isters exhorted their hearers to keep 
clear of party politics. This was ex- 
cellent advice for public officials, but 
for electors generally it may not be 
so appropriate. In politics men 
naturally divide into parties, and the 
no-party politician, though ho may be 
a very good and a very wise man, 
never seems to make much headway. 
He is looked upon as unpractical and 
he is generally unmanageable. Ah 
human na'ure in Japan — instance the 
election tight— is very much like 
human nature everywhere else, it is 
not likely that the exhortations to 
avoid p tyism will bo generally re- 
garded. 

Economy in the expenditure of 
public money was tho other leading 
topic of the speeches of the Japanese 
ministers. In this iho speeches re- 
semble those of occidental politicians. 
The statesman on the platform is al- 
ways an advocate of economy, FI is 
talk is of retrenchment and of judi- 
cious expenditure, His reforms are 
always going to take place. It is 
astonishing to see how prudent and 
how economical politicians out of 
office are, and it is equally astonish- 
ing to observe how soon they forget 
their promises and their good resolu- 
tions when they are in power. These 
now constitutional Japanese states- 
men, now that they have to 
to givo an account of their steward- 
ship to tho people, intend to bo very 
saving and keep the expenditure with- 
in bound.'. When they find a score or 



two of the representatives of the peo- 
ple in their anterooms every morning 
when Parliament is in session, each 
wanting something requiring the ex- 
penditure of public money ill his dis- 
trict, tho ministers may wish that thoy 
had not said so much to tho people 
about economy. It, however, does not 
appear on what principle tho ministers 
arc to hold ollice, whothor they are to 
bo nominated by the Mikado and to 
remain in office during his pleasure, 
or whether thoy are to hold office only 
s-j long as they can command a ma- 
jority in Parliament. Thoir dislike of 
party government and their advice to 
their hearers to eschew partisanship 
leads us to believe that their tenure of 
ofjico is not to depend upon the will 
of the representatives of the people. 

A n article in ono of the papersshows 
us that tho Japanese parliamentary 
system is very different from ours. 
Among tho candidates for seats in Par- 
liament are a largo number of public 
officials. No fewer than twenty-four 
government officials are soliciting tho 
votes of tho free and independent 
electors. They belong to all the de- 
partments. With a solid phalanx of 
(iov eminent officials at thoir bock 
and call the Government need not fear 
what an opposition can do. The 
Gazette very properly advises the 
the people not to vote for these office- 
holders. But it is not likely that 
tho inexperienced Japanese electors 
have any idea of she folly of tilling 
thoir Parliament with men who are 
dependent upon Government for the 
means of existence. Thoy will have 
to learn by painful experience that 
men have an uncontrollable tendency 
to vote for their own bread and 
butter, no matter what principles 
they profess or whoso interests it is 
their duty to promote. However, 
with a number of officials on the floor 
of tho House, tho necessity of an 
Independence of Parliament Act will 
very soon be apparent. 

The Government hua, we boo, sup- 
pressed a number of newspapers. 
That is not in accordance with its 
promises, or with tho principles of 
tho new constitution. But when it 
is known that the offence of these 
journals was their strongly expressed 
approval of tho murder of the Minis- 
ter of Education by a fanatic, for an 
act which ho considered sacrilege, 
allowance will bo made for this act 
of arbitrary power. Tho minister 
entered ono of tho principal temples 
of tho country with his boots on. 
His want of reverence so enraged a 
devotee that he could not rest until 
ho bad taken the minister's life. 
And we see that ho had sympathisers 
among persons presumed to be res- 
pectable and intelligent. It will be 
interesting to observe how the ex- 
periment of giving tho Japanese 
a ready niado constitution works. 

A CHINESE REVIEWER. 

In tho April number of tho North 
American Review is an articlo by a 
Chinese scholar. Its title is "The 
Chinese Must Stay." It is well 
written. Yan Phau Leo knows how 
to use the English language effec- 
tively. Ho is argumentative and 
satirical and ho has learned how to 
marshal his facts. He makes out a 
strong case for the Chinese and he 
does not spare tho Americans who de- 
clare that tho Chinese must go. Here 
is a specimen of his style. In answer 
to the objection that the Chinese are 
a standing menace to Republican 
institutions on tho Pacific coast and 
the existence there of Christian civ- 
ilization he says: 

"That, is what J call a severe reflec- 
tion on Republican institutions and 
Christian civilization. Republican 
institutions have withstood the strain 
of 13,000,000 of the lower classes of 
Europe among whom may be found 
anarchists, socialists, communists, ni- 
hilists, political assassins, and cut- 
throats; but they cannot endure the 
assaults of a few hundred thousand of 
the most peaceful and the most easily 
governed people in the world. Chris- 
tianity must have lost its pristine 
power, for, having subtitled and civil- 
ized one-half of the world, it is now 
powerless before the resistance of a 
liandfull of Chinese." 

To the charge that Chinese corrupt 
tho morals of the citizens of San 
Francisco, Van Phau Leo's reply is 
peculiarly cutting. II ere are a few sen- 
tences: 

"How serious a charge this is wo 
cannot realize until we get all the 
facts. Just imagine California, the 
most virtuous of all the states, and 
San Francisco the most immaculate 
of cities lying helpless under tho 
upastree of Chinese immorality! 
Havo you ever been in San Francisco/ 
Unless you can endure Paradise and 
Eden-like purity, you would better 
not go there. Why, tho Sabbath 
stillness in that city is simply appal- 
ing." 

■ It will be seen from this that Chinese 
cheap labor is getting even into the 
reviews and higher literature of the 
states. But it most be confessed that 
here is a Chinaman that is not child- 
like and bland, but ono who has a lot 
of virility about him and who is ready 
to strike back. 

EDITOIil A L COMMENTS. 

We aro sorry to hbo that some Can- 
adians have invoked the interference 
of the Imperial Government in the 
domestic affairs of the Dominion; 
This is an admission that the people 
are not capable of managing their own 
affairs, which is certainly a very hu- 
miliating ono for nion who pretend to 
be loyal to their country to niuke. 
Wo should think that Canadians who 
appreciated tho advantages and privi- 
leges of self-government would suffer 
much and long before they would ask 
the Government of the mother coun- 
try to interfere in what are properly 
Canadian affairs. They ought to see 
that if Imperial interference is per- 
mitted to redress what they regard as 
a grievance it might bo invoked to 
deprive them of what they prize as a 
privilege. It is, as the saying is, a 
poor rule that will not work both 
ways, and tho interference which this 



year might be in favor of certain ap- 
plicants might next year be opposed 
to what thoy consider their doarest 
rights. Judicious men must ueo that 
it is hotter for Canadians to blunder 
on in their own way than to have 
even thoir mistakos corrected by tho 
Home Government. This is evident- 
ly tho opinion of wiio and far-seeing 
Imperial statesmen, for they aro most 
unwilling to interfere in colonial 
affairs. Lord Kuotsford, the Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies, in re- 
ply to tho memorial of tho ProteBtant 
Alliance, praying tho British Govern- 
ment to disallow tho Jesuit Estates 
Act, told tho memorialises, what they 
ought to have known without being 
told, that tho matter rested entirely 
with the Canadian Government, to 
whom thoir memorial would be for- 
warded. It is indeed singular to sue 
Canadians with respect to a purely 
Canadian matter appealing from the 
decision of their own representa- 
tives to the representatives of men 
who know nothing and care less about 
Canadian domestic disputes. 



TlIBKE is in the British House of 
Lords, an element which does not 
raise that body in tho esteem of the 
nation, and of which tho right-think- 
ing peers are ashamed. This element 
is composed of hereditary legislators, 
who havo shown by thoir conduct that 
they aro unfit to do tho work of legis- 
lation. There are, 'as it is only too 
well known, among tho members of 
the House ot Lords, men who are a 
disgrace to the peerage. They have 
led bad lives and somo aro not fit to 
associate with honest men. Such men 
are clearly not fit to sit among tho 
legislators of the nation. This is evi- 
dently tho opinion of Lord Carnarvon 
who hus introduced a bill providing 
for tho cancellation of tho writ of 
summons of any lord who may havo 
been found guilty of felony or misde- 
meanor in any court of the United 
Kingdom, or who in any proceedings 
of such court may have been proved 
guilty of discreditable conduct incon- 
sistent with bis character as a nioni- 
bor of the House of Lords. Upon the 
cancellation of the writ, the poor will 
cense to be entitled tosit in the douse, 
or to vote or to make a proxy during 
the then current session of Parlia- 
ment and until the Queen Bees fit to 
direct that the writ bo revived, his 
attendance will be dispensed with at 
any future session of Parliament. There 
tiro some peers who have never been 
condemned by a court of justice who 
tiro not fit to sit among tho hereditary 
legislators of the country. Some way 
should be found for cancelling their 
writs also. But the Karl of Carnar- 
von's Bill is good as far as it goes.
